one about 45 or 50, went into the 
cockpit and pointed a .45 caliber 
pistol at the pilot’s head although 
we didn’t know it at the time.

thorough a study as is possible for 
the layman of Cuban fiasco. Ap­ 
parently he had 
close 
contact 
with primary sources. President 
Kennedy has issued all k inds of 
uk azes limiting communication be­ 
tween gov ernment officials and 
the press. Such an attitude nev er 
succeeds. It only giv es opportun­ 
ity to the abler newspapermen to 
demonstrate their talents. 
Regarding Cuba many attempts 
hav e been made to be secretiv e; 
all hav e failed. During the cam ­ 
paign. John F. Kennedy used hold 
words which were not implement­ 
ed after the Inauguration. T h e 
President has nev er explained this 
change in attitude, which is un­ 
fortunate because it leads people 
to wonder w he t he r his b i t e 
is as sharp as his hark . 
The case of Richard Nixon is 
different. Weyl says: 
"As early as April 1959, Nixon 
had held a three - hour conv ersa­ 
tion with Fidel Castro in Washing­ 
ton, had reported back to Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower that he was con­ 
v inced that C a s t r o was a tool 
of Communism and had recom­ 
mended that the United States pro­ 
ceeded forthwith to the training 
and arming 
of Cuban 
freedom 
fighters. This recommendation was 
rejected.” 
Howev er, during the campaign, 
Nixon was v ery mild on the Cuban 
question, either because he did 
not wish to embarrass President 
Eisenhower or a t t a c k th • CIA. 
President Kennedy was apparently 
embarrassed by being a Democrat 
because some of the leading per­ 
sonalities in his party were oppos­ 


ed to his tak ing any action against 
Castro. This was specially true of 
Adlai 
Stev enson. 
Weyl 
says of 
Stev enson’s attitude: 
"Adlai E. Stev enson urged ‘a 
categorical promise that American 
forces w o u l d not be used in 
Cuba.* His interest was in being 
able to justify U. S. action before 
the U n i t e d Nations. He w a s 
tak ing a stand in fav or of expedi­ 
ency. not international law.” 
Weyl 
attributes 
much of the 
President's negativ e attitude to 
Adlai Stev enson and has dev oted 
considerable space to an effort 
to prov e the point. The problem, 
howev er, was much more compli­ 
cated. S e v e r a I of the countries 
of Latin America were fearful of 
the reinstallation of the Monroe 
Doctrine and the employment of 
Marines to maintain a United Stat­ 
es form of gov ernment in Central 
and South 
America. This would 
hav e r a i s e d many problems 
which were not particularly relat­ 
ed to Cuba but which might lav e 
inv olv ed us in many unfortunate 
situations with some countries. 
There was also the possibility 
that Sov iet Russia was playing a 
not 
unusual 
Communist 
trick , 
namely, it would mak e trouble in 
Cuba and Laos, div erting Ameri­ 
can m i l i t a r y strength to those 
areas and thus throwing the Unit­ 
ed States off focus while Sov iet 
Russia attack ed berlin. 
If this was Sov iet strategy, the 
United States should hav e k ept far 
away from the Cuban situation at 
the present time. 
On the other hand, if we calcu­ 
lated that that was such a program 
why did the 
U n i t e d States en­ 
courage Cuban refugees in this 
country to aim for an inv asion of 
Cuba, such preparation culminat­ 
ing rn the fiasco of Pig Bay? 
The greatest loss to the United 
States is the general sssumplion 
that Castro 
was put in 
power 
by “The New York Times" and the 
CIA. The CIA has nev er replied to 
the criticism of its conduct and 
Weyl’s book is full of such critic­ 
ism. The w ho l e truth requires 
a CIA account of its activ ities in 
connection with the refugees’ in­ 
v asion of Cuba. Perhaps the doc­ 
umentation of that situation will 
nev er be made av ailable.

On the other hand, if we calcu­ 
lated that that was such a program 
why did the U n i t e d States en­ 
courage Cuban refugees in this 
country to aim for an invasion of 
Cuba, such preparation culminat­ 
ing in the fiasco of Pig Bay? 
The greatest loss to the United 
States is the general assumption 
that Castro was put in power 
by “The New York lim es’' and the 
CIA. The CIA has never replied to 
the criticism of its conduct and 
Weyl’s book is full of such critic­ 
ism. The w h o l e truth requires 
a CIA account of its activities in 
connection with the refugees’ in­ 
vasion of Cuba. Perhaps the doc­ 
umentation of that situation will 
never be made available.

Crisis in Germany 
Soviet Zone Given 
Variety of Names 


Editor’s 
Note: 
Following is 
the third in a series of articles 
telling the situation in Berlin 
and Germany, now the centers 
of East-West dispute.

BERLIN (AP) — The country 
known abroad as East Germany 
has a variety of names. But no 
German calls it East Germany. 
East 
Germany’s 
Communists 
cal’ 
their country the 
German 
Democratic Republic — or GDR. 
Or Democratic Germany. They 
regard it as an independent Ger­ 
man state, worthy of recognition 
as such. 
West Germans still refer to it 
as the Soviet zone of occupation. 
Or they call it just “ the zone.” 
They regard its government as a 
Soviet puppet regime forced upon 
the people and not worthy of rec­ 
ognition. In fact they feel it is so 
unworthy of recognition that the 
West German government breaks 
off relations with any country ex­ 
cept the Soviet Union that extends 
official recognition to East Ger­ 
many. 
There is another West German 
term for East Germany — “ Mid­ 
dle Germany.” This is based on 
the theory that beyond “ Middle 
Germany” lies an East Germany 
made up of those eastern parts 
of prewar Germany now assigned 
to Poland and the Soviet Union. 
Whatever you call it, East Ger­ 
many is the smaller segment of 
divided Germany. With an area 
of 41,700 square miles, it is less 
than a third the size of West Ger­ 
many’s 143,200 square miles. Its 
I J- million 
population compares 
with 52 million for West Germany 
The country’s boundaries—from 
the Baltic Sea on the north to

Allied Chemical’s nitrogen divi­ 
sion said the computer will con­ 
trol the ammonia process by read­ 
ing instruments and performing 
programmed calculations. 


Czechoslovakia on the south, from 
the Oder-Neisse border with Po­ 
land on the east to the Iron Cur­ 
tain border with West Germany 
—were drawn at the allied con­ 
ference at Potsdam in 1945, right 
after World War I. At that time 
Fast Germany was set up as the 
Soviet zone of occupation.

By that time the break between 
the Soviet Union and its war al­ 
lies was fully recognized. Efforts 
to cooperate in Berlin had long 
since collapsed and the city had 
separate

East and West sectors. There had 
also been the allied airlift, last­ 
ing nearly a year, to break the 
Soviet blockade of Berlin and foil 
that first attempt to force the al­ 
lies out of the city. 
East 
Germany, 
impoverished 
by 
stem reparations 
demands, 
was now called on to build itself 
up as a flourishing Soviet satel­ 
lite. 
A 
heavy 
industrialization 
program left little production for 
consumers. Farm s were collectiv­ 
ized and private firms and trades­ 
men 
were 
squeezed. 
For four 
years the East Germans submit­ 
ted to their fate except for nearly 
200,000 who escaped to the West 
each year. 
Then on June 16, 1953, building 
workers in East Berlin demon­ 
strated against heavy work re­ 
quirements and poor food sup­ 
plies. 
The next day, June 17, popular 
uprisings broke out in East Ber­ 
lin and other major cities. The 
people demanded free elections, 
food and an end to tyranny. The 
Soviets proclaimed 
martial law 
and brought in tanks and troops to 
stop the rioting. Leaders of the 
uprising were arrested and exe­ 
cuted. 
The June 17 revolt was short­ 
lived and brutally suppressed. It 
got no support from the West. No 
other has broken out so far. 
But the continued stream of ref 
ugees, totaling more than 2.5 mil­ 
lion since 1949, has been a con­ 
stant reminder of the regime's 
unpopularity. 
Can a regime, clearly unpopu­ 
lar with a large part of iLs popula 
tion, count on these forces in a 
showdown with the West?

Calls by Registrants 
Up 400 Pct. in Ohio 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — “ It 
seems a pity that it takes a per­ 
iod of national emergency to awak­ 
en our young men to their respon­ 
sibilities under the selective serv­ 
ice law,” Ohio’s harried selective 
service director said Tuesday. 
Col. Raymond E. Clouse said 
that local boards have reported 
an increase of 400 per cent in the 
number of registrants calling for 
information. The deluge of ques 
tions has had its good features, he 
quickly added. 
“ We are gratified that the num­ 
ber of important changes in stat 
us being reported by Ohio regis­ 
trants will assure that our records 
will be more current than has 
been the case in the recent past 
“ Reporting changes of address, 
family status, critical occupation 
or reserve affiliation will help 
many of our registrants avoid in 
convenience and em barrassm ent 
in these days of heavy physical 
examination calls.” 
However, Col. Clouse had one 
bit of advice: 
W’rite — don’t telephone your 
draft board if you want to know 
your draft status. 
He pointed out that only men 
bom on or after Aug. 30, 1922 
need concern themselves at this 
time. Any men bom before 
that 
date are not affected by the pres 
ent selective service law.

House flies, May flies, aphids, 
beetles, mites and other creatures 
contribute to the dust which hu­ 
mans inhale. 
Some people are allergic only 
to the insect dust, while others 
get their troubles from a combin­ 
ation of the dust, molds, and pol­ 
lens. The insect allergy is more

in 
Southern 
than

Northern states. 
Many victims can be desensit­ 
ized with anti-allergy shots, Dr. 
Samuel M. Feinberg of North­ 
western University writes in Con­ 
sultant magazine. 
Relighters 
The habit of relighting half-con­ 
sumed cigarettes may double a 
smoker’s chances of getting lung 
cancer, say three British physi­ 
cians. 
They checked on 700 patients in 
Manchester hospitals. Among per­ 
sons smoking IO to 19 cigarettes 
daily, there were twice as many 
cases of lung tumors among those 
who relit cigarettes. The same 
held true for persons smoking 20 
to 29 cigarettes daily, but differ­ 
ences 
were 
less 
clear 
among 
those smoking 30 or more, Drs. 
John Dark, M. Pemberton and 
Marion Russell write in The Lan­ 
cet. 
“If relighting is a factor in lung 
cancer, it miglu go part way to 
explain the much greater inci­ 
dence of the disease in Britain 
than in the United States where, 
since 
cigarettes 
are 
cheaper, 
there m ay be less temptation to 
relight half-smoked ‘dimps’ ” or 
partially 
consumed 
cigarettes, 
they said. 
Safe Sedatives 
Barbiturates are estimated to 
account for 800 to 900 suicides a 
year. 
But now researchers tell of two 
new sedatives which they claim 
induce sleep but are safe regard­ 
less of over-dosage. One is a syn­ 
thetic developed in Germany, the 
other a bariburate combined with 
a restorative which takes over if 
the person takes too many pills 
says World Medical News.

except perhaps some skimpy con­ 
cession which neither pleased nor 
placated anyone. 


Now the whole thing is to be 
done 
over 
again, 
and 
probably 
with the same result. 


R was late in 1958 when Prem ­ 
ier Khrushchev started the fuzz 
flying with his demand the West 
get wit of Berlin. What he had, 
mainly, was a big yen to take it 
over. Even this wasn’t new. Stalin 
had tried it IO years before. 


Such a situation, of course, re­ 
quired a meeting of the Western 
foreign 
ministers. 
But 
they 
couldn’t seem to think of anything 
more 
forward 
looking than not 
budging. Then they met with the 
Russian foreign minister and no­ 
body budged. 


Khrushchev finally agreed to an 
intermission when President E i­ 
senhower asked him over for a

Prim e Minister Macmil­ 
lan. 


It was a bleak foreign minis­ 
ter’s meeting. They didn t seem 
able to think of anything beyond 
standing pat. And by late April, 
I960, this writer summed up the 
total accomplishment after all the 
talk: 


“ The 
Western 
allies. 
w-ith 
months 
to 
prepare, 
apparently 
are going to the summit meeting 
with Russia next month with no 
new ideas. And 
Russia, despite 
some big talk, hasn’t produced 
any new ones, either.” 
It was a summit meeting which 
never 
came 
off. 
Khrushchev 
wrecked it after the American U2 
spy plane was shot down over 
Russia. But the main factor in 
what he did may have been this: 
The Western diplomats by this 
time had made the whole pros­ 
pect of a summit meeting look so 
dismal 
that 
Khrushchev 
may 
have felt he’d save face by not 
having the meeting at all. 
Now it starts again. Once more 
Khrushchev 
has 
demanded 
the 
Allies 
get out of 
Berlin. 
Once 
more they’ve said he’d better not 
try to force them And once more 
the talking begins. 
This weekend the Western for­ 
eign ministers meet in Paris to 
discuss Berlin. It will be extraor­ 
dinary, in view of the past rec­ 
ord. if they come up with any­ 


thing more original than a com­ 


muniqu* 
which 
says 
they 
art 


firm but willing to discuss. 


After they go through this it is 


likely there will be a Western 


summit meeting—President Ken­ 
nedy, De Gaulle, Macmillan, West 
German Chancellor Adenauer—to 
talk 
perhaps 
about

summit with Khrushchev later.

that 
even if the Westerners did find 
some new approach they wouldn’t 
tip their hand to Khrushchev be­

The only trouble with this rea­ 
soning — just remember the 1935
